Italy’s New Empire 


ROME, July 25.—(4)—Germany 
officially recognized today the Ital- 
ian-Ethiopian empire by. abolishing 
the nazi legation in Addis Ababa 
and making it a consuiate. 

German Ambassador Ulrich von 
Hassell communicated the action: to 
Foreign Minister Count. Galeazzo 
Ciano this morning. 

Germany was the first nation to 
give full recognition of the Italian 
empire, although Austria indirectly 
recognized the new status of Ethi- 
opia by accrediting her new minis- 
ter to Emperor Victor Emanuel. 

Germany's recognition was re- 
garded as one of the first results 
of the Austro-German treaty in im- 
proving relations between Italy and 
Germany.

rehabilitation program the Resettle- 
ment Administration has loaned $3,- 
045,499.87 to 11,511: farm families in 
the state this year. 

July loans to drouth families to 
date, he added, have totalled $49,- 
344.38. He said direct grants are 
made only after “a thorough imvesti- 
gation of the families’ needs and’ it 
has been determiued they are in uesti- 


tute condition.” it 

Government agencies assisting 
drouth stricken areas, he said, cannot 
hope to do more than to relieve suffer- 
ing among destitute families. 

He said many farmers who lost con- 
siderably on account of the drouth 
will not qualify for assistance because 
their resources are such that they can 
take care of themselves. 

Vansant said all applications for 
assistance, whether in the form of an 
emergency loan or grant from the Re- 
settlement Administration or work on 
a WPA project, should be made to the 
office of the county welfare worker. 

In each drouth county, he added, a 
committee of local citizens has been 
selected to assist in making necessary 
investigations and te consider and 
pass upon all requests for assistance. 

“The Resettlement Administration 
is working in close co-operation with 
the WPA and the extension service 
in trying to assist all farm families 
who have been made destitute by the 
drouth,” Vansant said. 

Not to Interfere. 

“However, neither the Resettlement 
Administration nor the WPA will in- 
terfere in any way with the tenants, 
sharecroppers or wage hands of the 
landlords who wish to continue their 
farm work and are in a position to 
furnish these helpers with food and 
necessary supplies. 

“In an effort. to overcome some of 
the effects of the drouth, many farm- 
ers in the drouth area will continue 
to work their crops through August, 
and this means that many ltaborers, 
share-croppers and tenants will 
kept busy until the harvest season. 
- “Tt will be necessary for every ap- 


plicant for assistance to get a state- 
ment signed by his landlord that. nis 


services are no longer needed and that 
the landloard is no longer able to 
furnish him.” 

Vansant said. the latter provision 
would “keep many farmers from 
abandoning their crops” in order to 
get a government job or assistance. 

He said he had noticed some im- 
provement in the conditions of crops 
in some sections of the drouth area 
where it has rained during the past 
two weeks.

The announcement of the acquisi- 
tion of the tract follows months of 
negotiation by President Caldwell 
and Chancellor S. V. Sanford, of the 
University System. 

The new land will be utilized by 
all divisions of the College of Agri- 
culture and the George Foster Pea- 
body School of Forestry, college au- 
thorities said.

TOBACCO GROWERS 
READY FOR SALES 
TO BEGIN AUGUST 4 


Five-Million-Pound Gain 
Over 1935 Seen as Final 
Plans Are Made. for 
Market Opening. 


By the Associated Press. 

Georgia's one big crop that escaped 
serious damage from the drouth—to- 
bacco—will go through the final 
stages of preparation this week for 
the opening of the markets August 4. 

Optimism prevailed over the belt, 
stretched across a wide area in the 
south-central and southeastern parts 
of tHe state. The quality of the leaf, 
coupled with weather conditions and 
prospective yields in other tobacco 
belts of the nation, brought the gen- 
eral feeling that higher prices will 
be realized. 

Large Crop Seen. 

Official and unofficial estimates 
placed the prospective yield in the 
state even greater than that of 1935 
when net sales totaled 70,759,124 
pounds, 

Last year's crop brought Georgia 
farmers $13,281,099.90. 

The most recent official estimate 
of the crop reporting’ service placed 
the indicated poundage at 75,360,000 
from 83.600 acres, Officials were in 
the fields last week gathering last- 
minute data. 

The 1935 and prospective 1938 
crops far exceeded those of the two 
previous years. In 1934 a crop of 
35,518,086 pounds brought $6.642.- 
562.79 and in 1933, 59,288,407 
pounds brought $6,125,047.03. 

Last year’s average price over the 
state was 18.91 cents a pound. 

On the 15 individual marketing 
centers, the 1935 prices were as fol- 


ows:

In court yesterday, Zimmerman 
begged for a light sentence and for 
a release on probation, arguing that 
this was his first offense. 

“Too much money has been lost 
by the public in fraudulent stock 
schemes,” commented the judge.

What do these figures mean’? In view of the high 
indorsement by Coughlin or Lownsend a kiss of death? Political analysts | 
will probably bring torward a dozen different answers: and, in truth, no, 
one can tell for [he Institute Public Opinion’s own surmise 
is that the ‘against’ vote is not so important as the “for” vote. Reason: 
Persons who say on their ballots that thev would be against a Townsend 
‘oughlin candidate, are mostiv “regular” party voters, republican 
and democratic. It is unlikely that in an actual election any large number 
would change party afti! to vote against a congressman in- 
dorsed bv Coughlin or Townsend. With enmity running so high between 
republicans and democrats today, a republican who. dislikes Coughlin is | 
net apt to become a democrat merely because the radio priest has in- | 
dorsed his party's candidate. This, to him, would be like jumping out 
of the frving pan into the fire. 

On the other hand, the people who say thev would vote for a candi- 
date because Coughlin or Townsend indorsed him are mostiv “shift” 
voters who do not stay ‘regular’ Put tend to become dissatisfied with 
one party, and swing over to another. This type of voter, in contrast to 
the conservative “regular,” would readily bolt one party to vote for a 
Townsend or Coughlin candidate. : 

it seems safe to conclude from the above that the 7°.-10% of voters 
who are pro-Townsend or pro-Coughlin might take action at the polls, 
whereas most of the 20°¢-22% who are anti-Townsend and anti-Coughlin 
probably will not. 

The 7%-109 may be taken as evidence of support primarily for 
congressional candidates indorsed by the doctor and the priest. The 
public is less willing to follow the lead of these two in respect to the 
presidential election. Nearly half of those who said they would vote for 
a Coughlin-indorsed candidate nevertheless marked on the same ballot 
a preference for Roosevelt or Landon and not for Lemke. 

Analyzed by sections, the poll shows that Father Coughlin is strongest 
in the east, particularly New England, while Dr. Townsend is strongest in 
the west, particularly the Pacific coast. They are faced with an uphj

WHAT TO DO IN JULY. 


SPRAYING: [he bugs are having a big 
time now. Ibite that chew may be 
controlled by the use of any arsenical 
spray, such as arsenate of lead, cal- 
cium arsenate of pyrox. The lice, flies, 
aphis and other sucking insects may 
be controlled by the use of the pyre- 
thum esprars of nicotine sulphate.

FERTILIZER: If your dahlias and 
gladiolus are about to bloom give them 
an application of a good high-grade 
commercial fertilizer. If they will not 
bloom for a month or more nee a mix- 
tnre of sheep manure and bone meal. 
For the vegetable garden and the cut- 
ting flowers an application of a good 
high-grade commercial fertilizer, about 
12-4-4 will make them grow off quickly. 

LAWNS: For best results lawns should 
hare a monthly application of a good 
high-grade fertilizer followed by a 
thorough soaking. Patch the bare 
spots with a few seeds and a handful 
of fertilizer in each spot. 

SPRING BULBS: Tulips and daffodil 
buibe may be taken up and trans- 
planted at this time, now that the tops 
are turning yellow. These bulbs 
should be dried in a eool, shadr. well 
rentilated spet. This transplanting is 
not necessary. 

PRUNING: Take out all of the dead 
wood in the ehrubbery. fruit trees, 
roses and all plants. This is the proper 
time of the rear for pruning all of the 
spring flowering shrubs, such as for- 
erthia, bridal wreath, bush  hones- 
suckle. redbud and all other shrubs 
blooming before the month of June.

It is necessary and wholesome to 
form judgments, and rear standards, 
by which we are ™ te values

Most of the cruel injustices of the 
world have been caused by prejudices. 
When forming a jury for the trial of 
a man, the question is properly asked : 

Can | you give the accused a fair 
trial?” W hen a person, or an idea, or 
an institution, is presented before the 
bar of one’s judgment, he should ask 
himself, can I give this a fair trial? 
For example, can you give a negro, a 
Catholic, a Protestant, a Jew, a Ger- 
man. a fair trial? Often we may have 
fairly and justly condemned some in- 
dividuals belonging to a group, and 
then make a general condemnation of 
the whole group, because of these in- 
dividual experiences. Or we may re- 


verse the process. when having to our | 
best ability, condemned the teachings |

class, nation or race. 


Our prejudices make us the help- | 
less prey of the demagogue and the 
| partisan, 


Knowing a popular preju- 
dice, he does not have to prove a spe- 
cific charge against his opponent. He 
simply raises the suspicion that the 
opponent belongs to, or is sympathetic 
with, a certain group or school of 
thought. We face today the danger of 
doing the most cruel injustices, both 
before legal courts, and the court of 
public opinion, from. just this use of 
popular prejudice. We have good rea- 
sons for condemning and fearing a 
certain type of communist. He is a 
professional partisan agitator. He is 
the avowed enemy of many values 
which we hold to be precious and sa- 
cred, and frankly threatens their de- 
struction. So to charge, or even in- 
sinuate, that a man is a “communist.” 
is the deadliest charge you can bring 
against him. 

But this charge is made in the most 
promiscuous and irresponsible manner 
against individuals and groups. It is 
used by many in a sincere, but dan- 
gerously mistaken, zeal for country, 
home, and religion. But by others it 


is a cowardly means of defeating an’ 


opponent, and by many others it is an 
instrument of conscienceless greed, to 
coin the fears of men into ill-gotten 


final opinions around himself, so lim- 
iting the range of his mind, and the 
reach of his soul, as to imprison his 
spirit. 
tense group consciousness, which car- 
ries with it prejudice against other 
groups. It closes the mind to all the 
beauty, truth, and goodness, which 
these groups might have to contribute. 
It finds its worst expression today, in 
that intense nationalism, which has 
divided the peoples of the world into 
hostile camps.

In our hatred 
of an entire nation, we close the win- 
dows of our souls against all the spir- 
itual wealth which a great nation 
might contribute to us.

But nowhere has prejudice been so 
deadly in its hurt, as in the realm of 
religion. It is not because men Mave 
formed their judgments concerning 
God and the revelation of His truth, 
nor because these judgments have dif- 
fered. This is inevitable and whole- 
some. The hurt has come from our 
attitude toward these judgments. 
They have become fixed and final 
judgments.

and shut the windows to any more 
divine light. 

This is revealed in a certain atti- 
tude to the Bible. It is the claim 
that this book contains all the revela- 
tion of truth.

Yet the book itself is the story of the 
gradual revelation of God, from gen- 
eration to generation, in terms of their 
times and understanding. It reaches 
its climax in the revelation which God 
made in Jesus. But Jesus says so dis- 
tinctly, that there is so much more to 
be revealed, but that they cannot un- 
derstand it. Then He promises that 
when He has gone, the Spirit of Truth 
shall come to guide them to. more 
truth.

school, several years in Hollywood are 
more than a college education. 

And the first few years are the hardest. 

A great deal has been written and 
said about this town—or about the ad- 
venturers and the innocents drawn here 
from all over the world, about their 
merchandise of make-believe, and the 
Great God Ballyhoo that watches over 
them. 

And it’s only natural that such a place 
should be the target for a good deal of 
criticism, 

Much of the adverse criticism is true, 
I suppose. And yet there’s a lot to be 
said for the place. 

For one thing, the Hollywood that 
most o: the rest of the world knows, or 
thinks it knows, is a legend. I'm talking 
about the city of gilt and gossamer, high 
life and false standards—the American 
City of Oz, which looks that way because 
you're wearing colored glasses.

Hollywood is a mecc. for shownien, 
artists and soldiers of*fortune alike. There 
are brains and quick wits, glib tongues, 
unscrupulous cunning au< great taient for 
strategy to make you wary, vu* there are 
also friendships and kindness to lend you 
a hsiping hana. 

When | came here first 1 was a gang- 
ling kid off the Montana range, with a 
drawing Look under one arm, a set of 
pencils in my pocket, and a head full of 
dreams and illusions. 

I wanted to be an artist, and had it all 
figured out that a cartoonist’s job on a 
newspaper was a good berth to learn 
technique, acquire experience, and at the 
same time make money.

ured waltz now, yes, perhaps. But a 
tango, of all things! 
And the setting isn’t right. A lavish 


resort scene, purporting to be Florida, 
but actually Paramount of Hollywood, 
stage 7. Dolores Costello Barrymore 
suggests more gracious places. 

Her costume is perfect. Pink lace for 
delicate beauty and a floating cape of 
electric blue chiffon to deepen the dreamy 
color of her eyes. 

Al Hall is directing a scene from 
“Yours for the Asking,” the picture in 
which Dolores is co-starring with George 
Raft. The combination is puzzling. Edge 
closer. At a pause in the recording of 
that sensuous tango, which seems to be 
going on interminably, the director 
murmurs: 

“Exquisite, isn’t she? She is supposed 
to be playing a lady of quality and she 
certainly looks the part. When I saw 
her in ‘Fauntleroy’ I knew I must have 
her for this picture. There its something 
so fine and sensitive in her character, and 
the camera picks it up. It isn’t just that 
she is beautiful and a competent actress. 
She is a real lady. 

“Watch this. On the surface it is a 
simple dance scene. But much more 
than that comes out. The contrast be- 
tween those two is fascinating.” 

Ah, so it is contrast they are after— 


Lire. too, has cast 


Dolores in contrasting roles. She was 
born into the theater and she married into 
the rofal family of the theater. But she 
has never seemed quite to belong. By 
mature she is retiring and I'm gure she 
winces away from the spotlight. It fol- 
lows her, though. This is the third time 
she has started upon a theatrical career, 


As a young child she went on the stage. 
It was more or less expected in her fam- 
ily. However, she left it without much 
regret, one gathers, to go to school. 

Nine years ago Dolores found a place 
ready and waiting for her in motion pic- 
tures.

The sight of so many and such 
great physical handicaps and a first-hand 
experience with the cheerful bravery with 
which they are borne, especially by little 
children, dwarfs one’s own trials. 


It took prolonged deep breaths to keep 
from crying when she was introduced to 
the little victims. By far the hardest 
part, :-he says, was being with the chil- 
dren. One feels aching sympathy for 
adults whose physical fitness is blighted, 
but the same thing happening to young 
lives that have scarcely begun is well 
nigh unbearable to see. ° 

Dolores came home deeply grateful for 
her healthy, handsome children. She 
brought back with her a heightened sense 
of the unimportance of most of the things 
that trouble most people, who are so 
much more fortunate than they know. 

This is an auspicious return to an in- 
terrupted career. After all, very, very 
few who have been away from the screen 
as long as Dolores was ever come back 
at all. And to be able to slip back into a 
major position without a struggle is prac- 
tically unheard of. She is being co- 
starred in the second picture after her 
return. Interesting that it should be a 
Paramount picture, because nine years 
ago she made another pictyre for Para- 
mount and that picture was the second 
she had appeared in. Maybe two is her 
lucky number. 


SHE knows per- 
fectly well how difficult the comeback 
climb usually is. And she can’t imagine 
why it has been so easy for her, thus far. 
Well, she had a good and popular picture 
to begin with. And Dolores has rare 
quality. Director Hall is right. There is 
fineness and sensitivity in her character. 

I expect the camera isn’t in the habit 
of lying. She has great beauty, too. She 
was so young when she first became a 
motion picture actress that she is still 
young in spite of the years between, in 
spite of all that she has lived through. 

Already she has turned down several 
offers because she felt she was not suited 
to them. She doesn’t know whether she 
will sign with a particular studio or free 
lance. But she is going to be caretul in 
selecting her vehicles. Beyond that, let 
the future take care of itself.

find as a Kohinoor diamond. It may be 
at your feet, that pebble, and you kick 


it away, not dreaming for a second that 
if polished it will turn out to be a gem 
of the purest ray serene. 

W. C. Fields was passing by a tent 
on the set where “Poppy” was in the 
making. That’s the carnival story, you 
know; and bands were blaring strong, 
spielers were shouting, the mob going 
here and there with balloons, kids and 
fat wives—just as you see at any carni- 
val, any night, anywhere. Bill Fields 
was going back to his dressing room, and 
since he had hofi of his stick by the 
wrong end, the handle caught in a guy- 
rope of the tent. Bill yanked, and got 
it loose. 

Now, there was the pebble. He. was 
gone when the thought came to me— 
“Suppose he had got mad, cussed. 
yanked and pulled down the whole darn 
tent?” 

And that was the gag, the gem. 

So we rigged up the tent in such a 
way that with one yank the whole darn 
thing came down as flat as a pancake. 
It was funny. The patrons inside heaved 
and wrestled in confusion, like a bunch 
of puppies under a mosquito net. And 
to make it funnier, Fields looked inno- 
cent, as if he were not the criminal. 


fy HAT’S what we 


call a comedy gag. Gag, though, is a 
loose term, and applies to almost any- 
thing. It’s just slang for “stage busi- 
ness” or something to make you laugh 
or be surprised or throw you into sus- 
pense. There was a gag in “The Lives 
of a Benga) Lancer,” when Franchot 
Tone played a charmer’s flute, and a 
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One of W. C. Fields’ best gags: from his current comedy, “Poppy”

huge cobra began to dance and frighten 
him to death. 

A thinker-up of gags is a gag-man. 
Or so he used to be called in the old 
days. But now, when most of the old 
gags have been used up and it takes a 
lot of brain-cudgeling to think up fairly 
new ones, he is called a “comedy con- 
structionist.” It’s the same thing, though. 
Only it sounds like a dignified profes- 
sion—like a rat-catcher | know who had 
cards printed, “Rodent Engineer.” 

To make people laugh is a serious 
business. Only a few gags can make 
10,000,000 folk laugh simultaneously in 
Iceland, China, Borneo, Jugoslavia, Ho- 
boken and Addis Ababa. Weber used 
to convulse audiences by kicking Fields 
in the stomach. It was the next fun- 
niest thing on the stage after hitting a 
man with a plank that had a spike in it. 
They've lost their punch now, except 
in the funny papers. 


Tuat reminds 
me how I got into comedy. I1 was a 
sort of messenger boy in a San Fran- 
cisco theater when Kolb and Dill—the 


Western counterpart of Weber and 
Fields—were playing. Dill stepped into 


a trapdoor and broke his leg, so I, be- 
ing his size, was drafted to pirmch-hit for 
him. That was good training for a kid 
of 20. Then I drifted into movies, into 
the Mack Sennett comedies, and played 
with Gloria Swanson. We starred to- 
gether—then she drifted into serious 
drama, and I into gags. 

Fashions change in gags. This is often 
a great pity. About the funniest thing 
on this planet was the custard-pie com- 
edy, with a fellow getting a quart of 
custard and some pastry on his face or 
hired dress suit. But it went out. The 
dream of gag-men is to have it revived. 
Think of the millions of youngsters and 
the generations unborn whose lives will 
be deprived of laughter at custard pie 
duels. 

Lines can be funny, but pantomime is 
funnier still—at least on the screen. A 


good comedy requires at least 10 gags. 


If a comedy makes you laugh 10 times, 
then it-is good. That’s about the only 
test there is. A Fields comedy ranks 
high in laugh value not only because it

is full of gags, but also because Fields 
is a masterly pantomimist. He would 
have made a great clown, like Slivers. 

But five heads are better than one in 
making a film comedy, he thinks, and 
so I have been on his cabinet as a laugh 


‘“thinker-up.” And that has been no easy 


task, least of all in making “Poppy” at 
the Paramount Studio. There aren’t any 
rules to the job. I may lock myself ap 
in a room with “Comedy Construction- 
ist” on the door, chew up 10 pencils, 
scribble for hours, get not a single gag, 
and then at supper or while shaving, 


a good one will knock me on ‘the head. 


Tue best way, I 
find, is to sit in a chair on the set and 
just look on and keep both eyes open 
for two kinds of gags, the single and the 
running gags. Here is a running gag 
in “Poppy.” 

One of the extras in the mob rushing 
to buy “Purple Bar Sarsaparilla” from 
Doc McGargle—that’s Fields—had to 
buy five bottles. He looked tunny and 
had a squeaky voice and gangling legs. 
He was so funny that we had the gag 
running five times in the picture, from 
beginning to end. Sort of tied it to- 
gether and gave it unity. 

The really funny thing about it was 
that the extra had never acted in pic- 
tures before. He was just an ex-cowboy 
without an ounce of humor in him. But 
he had run into luck. Instead of work- 
ing just one day, he worked 10 weeks at 
twice an extra’s pay, because he had 
lines to speak. And when the film was 
done, he rode into the set on a horse 
and proudly gave an autographed pic- 
ture to everybody from Bill Fields to 
the janitor. 

Quite funny things happen that don’t 
get into the film—and that was one. 
The other was when a kid was fetched 
in to have a look at the actors. It was 
Baby LeRoy. Fields came over solemn- 
ly, lifted his hat and bowed. 

“Sir, I am glad to see you again. I 
remember you when you were starring 
years ago.” 


S FASONED old 


gags can be given a twist and freshened 
up to look new. You have all seen 
Fields’ golfing comedy, in which he gets 
his clubs all snarled with paper. This 
we worked up into a croquet scene, For 
some reason or other, croquet is sup- 
posed to be funnier than golf, so the 
task was easy. We fetched in a trick 
dog who would grab the ball! at the last 
moment. And we had Fields get into 
tribulation with the hoops, like a leopard 
caught in a trap 

I suppose the loudest mirth in “Poppy” 
strikes up when Fields, who has forged 
a marriage certificate and brought the 
Sheriff's posse on his trail. steals a horse 
and escapes. We had it planned for the 
entire posse to jump on their horses and 
chase after him. But it didn’t come out 
that way. Fields mounted his steed in 
rehearsal, tore ahead—then all] the other 
horses bolted aiter him riderless. They 
were movie horses. trained to perform 
in a group like the Tiller Girls. 

That’s an origina) gag. One doesn't 
often come along to gladden the sad 
heart of a gag-man. He's just got to 
grope and trust to luck, like a sailor with- 
out a compass. If he’s smart, he can 
think up good gags. If he’s a gemus, 
gags thrust themselves upon him. 
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Why Radio Is Funny, 
by a Bewildered 
Observer

W = I tried 
to find out 


how radio _jokes are conceived, and I 


found out. Or maybe I didn’t. The 
doctor says I can go home in a couple 
of weeks, and I'll know better then. 

An elevator took*me to the ninth floor 
of a decorous looking apartment hotel in 
Hollywood. Thick rugs were on the 
floor, and there was an air of quiet 
respectability. I was disarmed. ,Inno- 
cently, ‘unsuspecting, I walked into an 
apartment, and there were four men 
thinking up jokes. They were Harvey, 
John, Willy and George. 

George was George Burns, whose 
weary resignation in the face of Gracie 
Allen’s barrage of insanities long ago 
gave him a bruised air and a sad face. 
George did quite a lot of talking. 

Willy was George’s brother, Bill—who 
slept comfortably for the most part, but 
aroused himself occasionally to ask: 
“But does it-rhyme with joose?” 

John was John P. Medbury, who has 
been writing jokes for George and 
Gracie since he met them backstage in 
a Los Angeles vaudeville theater one 
night in 1929. He did quite a lot of talk- 
ing, too. So I asked him how a joke 
is born. 

“I don’t know anything about the birth 
of a joke,” he said, “but I’ve seen a lot 
of them die. Some of mine, too. Isn’t 
it sad?” 


So I turned to 
Harvey. Harvey was Harvey Helm. He 
is fatter than the others, and sadder. 
Willy found him writing jokes for 
Johnny, before Johnny gave up radio 
broadcasting for joke writing, and set 
him to writing “Mother Joose Rhymes.” 
Willy worries about joose. 

There, as I said before, were Harvey, 
John, Willy and George—and three 
chairs. This is the way it is done: 

As soon as on€ man gets an idea, he 
jumps up and tells it. The minute he 
stands up, the guy who has been stand- 
ing grabs the vacant chair. The idea is 
to keep one fellow standing so that there 
is always somebody who is thinking. 

In the center of the room George is 
looking at pictures in a magazine. Sud- 
denly he jumps up and says: “I've got 
am idea.” Harvey grabs George’s chair. 
George says: 

“Here's a picture that says ‘Don’t for- 
get to use Doaks’ lather before shaving.’ ~ 


Everybody looks at George, who con- 
tinues: 
“This is my idea. People generally 


lather before they shave. Gracie’s brother 
would lather after he shaves. Now you 
guys can tell me the reason why Gracies 
brother lathers after he shaves is to 
cover his cuts.” Everybody congratu- 
lates George. 


Harvey jumps 
up and George sits down. Harvey says: 
“I've got a great switch on the joke. 
Mstead of telling the joke about Gracie's 
brother, let’s tell it about Gracie’s 
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nephoo.” And everybody hollered “Sit 
down, Harvey,” and Harvey did, giving 
the floor to John. John said: 

“Wait a minute. There’s something 
wrong here. Gracie’s nephoo couldn't 
shave because he’s too young. Let’s make 
it about skating.” 

That’s when George said he would give 
John a raise. 

Then Harvey gets up and says: 

“John, this is perfect. Everybody 
knows that people go skating before they 
shave. Now if we can find out why 
Gracie’s nephoo goes skating after shav- 
ing, I made up a swell joke.” 

George then jumps up and says: 

“I’ve got it! Gracie’s nephoo goes 
skating after he shaves to cover the cuts.” 

And that is where John gave George 
back his raise. 

At this point I noticed that all the 
chaigs were occupied and there Was no- 
body standing. I looked around and 
there on the floor, beside the chair in 
which he had been sitting, was Willy, 
fast asleep. And everybody congratu- 
lated George. 


fb HERE were three 


knocks on the door and somebody said, 
“Ah, Opportunity,” and somebody else 
said, “No, the Raven,” and in came 
Gracie. Everybody jumped up to give 


her a chair and she kicked Willy because ~ 


he was no gentleman. She said: “The 
least he could do was to give me the 
floor.” Somebody brought another chair. 
George said: 

“Gracie, I just made up the best gag 
that Harvey thought of that you ever 
heard.” 

But John jumped up and said, “Wait 
a minute. Didn't I think of the top 
about the nephoo?” And Harvey jumped 
up and said, “Didn't I switch it from 
shaving to skating?” and Gracie said, 
“What's the joke?” George said: 
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Burns and Allen jokes, in the 
brewing. George bites his nails. 
Gracie sits, sips and thinks— 


maybe. Anyway, this story 
may throw some light on the 
situation. They're heard over 
CBS Wednesday nights. They 
will also appear in the film, 
“The Big Broadcast of 1937.” 


“The joke is that your brother skates 
before lathering because he hasn't got a

Gracie said, “I think that’s terrible,” 
and George and: John said, “That’s what 
we told Harvey when he thonght of it,” 
and Harvey said, “I didn’t think of it. 
As a matter of fact, I heard it on Jack 
Benny's program.” 

“My,” said Gracie, “our jokes certainly 
get around fast. They even get around 
before we get them, don't you think so?”

The M-G-M property department 
didn’t have the piece, they couldn’t buy 
one, so they built and aged it right in 
their own cabinet shop, guided by 
sketches in old books.

| HAT’S rather hard 
to swallow, but Willis speaks from 16 
years of experience in his department, 
during 12 of which he hag been in charge. 
“Things used in the past give us the 
most trouble,’ continued Willis. “Take 
the case of the wedding sequence in 
“Romeo and Juliet.. The period and the 
occasion called for a certain form of 
decoration. Naturally, everything had to 
be made. But what to make, and how? 
“To find out we pored over old books 
and paintings. The result appears in the 
picture — strings of ftruit, festoons of 
metal leaves, and so on, just as used in 
those days.” 
Fortunately for the mental health of 
the property department personnel, the 


great majority of the articles: required on 
movie sets are already on hand. The dee 
partment’s buildings bulge with furni- 
ture; drapes, bric-a-brac and miscel- 
laneous: articles; When a “set dresser”— 
that’s the title of the man who furnishes 
and decorates a set —is ready to start 


his work, he tramps from floor to floor 
selecting the things required. 


Ar THE M-G-M 
studio, which has one of the largest 
property departments in Hollywood, @& 
set dresser has his choice of about 25,- 
000 pieces of furniture, $100,000 worth of 
draperies and °40,000 yards of drapery 
fabrics, and inestimable thousands of 
lamps; clocks, vases, pieces of china, 
silverware and glassware, and other 
small “hand props.” 

If an M-G-M set dresser was ordered 
to furnish a town for 10,000 people, he 
could do it out of the studio’s own prop- 
erty department. However, after it was 
done, each family would be cooking on 
am electric range of the most modern 
style, dining at a Colonial table and 
sleeping in Louis. XVI beds: But any 
single room set can be furnished and 
decorated almost completely with prop- 
erties: at hand in the style of any period 
back to the Sixteenth Century, 

When a: set is to represent some rude 
habitation; such as a Zulu hut, or is. to 
be a non-home locale, say a blacksmith 
shop, the set dresser draws on a store 
of articles called “character props.” 
There is such a tremendous variety and 
number of them that the stranger 
emerges from the building which houses 
them dizzy from a mental whirlwind of 
some such curious miscellany as a barber 
chair, steamboat whistle, ice pick, horse 
collar, rowboat, bag-pipes, human skull, 
park bench, and so on. 


ziaLL TOLD, M-G-M 
has about a million dollars worth of: 
properties. That is the estimated cash 
investment. Replacement would require 
an outlay in maney, time and labor to 
the tune of three or four million dollars. 

Countless things are required that the 
property department does not want to 
buy. Such things are rented. They 
wouldn’t fancy having a stock of diph- 
theria germs around, for example, and 
when some were actudlly needed a doc- 
tor was induced to bring his happy 
colony in and to play nursemaid to them 
to make sure none escaped. 

When the property department cannot 
or does not want to buy or rent an ar- 
ticle, it makes one in the studio shops. 
In each large studio there is a regular 
industrial community made up of a fur- 
niture shop, woodworking mill, tin shop, 
foundry, wrought iron shop, plaster shop, 
electrical fixture shop and florist shop. 
In the last named they improve on nature, 
making flowers of paper and cloth of 
just the right shades to photograph best 
and to withstand the heat from lights. 

Even the services of the studio res- 
taurant’s kitchen and bakery can be 
drafted to supply edibles from the pro- 
verbial soup to the equally proverbial 
nuts. And the studio nursery will come 
through with any sort of vegetation from 
a blade of grass to a potted palm tree. 

Yes, sir, a studio property department 
would be a veritable shoppers’ paradise.

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INSIDE RAG MAN" 
Or Interior Decorator, to You

ib FROCK. coat and 
orcid circles, a set 
dresser would be known as an. interior 
decorator, but in the chummy. but some- 
times puzzling parlance of the studio he 
is referred to as am “inside: rag. man.” 
That is because draperies, table linen, 
bedspreads and such, us i in furnishing 
a set, are called “rags.’ An outside rag 
man is one wh> puts up awnings. 

The inside rag man is something of a 
magician. Give him four bare walls, a 
few pieces of furniture, some “rags” and 
—presto, chango—in a few hours he can 
produce a room from the Sultan’s palace 
to a pirate’s den. 

An ordinary modern setting is easy. 
A: huge prop department: om the iot, full 
of furniture, can be combed for rugs, 
furniture, draperies, dishes: and light fix- 
tures.~ And if what is wanted is not in 
stock it can be bought at a downtown 


store. But it is the: “character interior” 


that challenges his ingenuity and! he'd 
rather dress that kind of a set than a 
dozen usual ones. | 

Sometimes it takes several weeks to 
round up just the proper fittings to lend 
the air of authenticity needed when the 
set is photographed. It was just such a 
character set; an old New England home 
for Warner Bros. picture, “Way for a 
Pirate,” on which I found Charles Chap- 
man working. Charles, one of the veteran 
rag men of the industry, was chosen for 
this particular job because he knows 
antiques better than any other man on 
the lot. 


As HE talked he 
lovingly caressed an old-fashioned four- 
poster bed which he produced for this 
New England bedroom.from a. source he 
refuses to reveal. That’s a trade secret. 

“It’s a rare find and if I talked about 
it, the rabid antique collectors in Holly- 
wood would be around to grab ix,” Chap- 
man chuckled. “I’m particularly careful 
to keep my antique finds from Eddie 
Horton, whose nose for antiques is as 
keen as an Irish setter’s on the trail of a 
rabbit. He's got r-ost of the best an- 
tiques in this part of the state corralled 
and I have to protect myself in the 
clinches.” 

The plot of “‘Way for a Pirate” is laid 
in the present time. Thus, it was neces- 
sary for Chapman to achieve a harmoni- 
ous mixture of old and semi-modern 
furniture. Families in old homes usually 
have a conglomeration of the old and 
new, and that’s the way with the Prten- 
tiss home. The lamps—old-fashioned 
kerosene ones—were modernized by wir- 
ing for electricity. 

In one corner of the living room is an 
old music box of uncertain vintage which 
is set on an antique mahogany stand. 
An authentic spinning wheel, dating back 
to Pilgrim days, is another piece over 
which Chapman rubs his hands in high 
glee. He found that on one of his antique 
prowls through the New England states. 
This piece stands by the fireplace and 
above it is a pair of 200-year-old flint- 
lock dueling pistols. 

Over them is hung a really fine marine 
oil painting which was picked up at an 
auction sale in a New Yorker's home. 
Paintings of this sort, Chapman said, are 
being examined very carefully now be- 
cause a genuine Velasquez was recently 
found among an old batch of pictures 
bought at auction and even more recently 
a Raphael was discovered. 


Tue price and joy of 


Chapman’s heart, however, is an old solid 
mahogany cabinet, which he picked p in 
a second-hand store When the lid oft 
this is let down it reveals a whole file of 
religious pictures. These cabinets, Chap- 
man told me, were used in the early days 


to keep the children amused on Sundays 
when play was forbidden. 

“Dressing a set is a picnic compared to 
what’ it'used to be back in the early days,” 
Chapman said. “Then a set dresser was 
also a prop man, grip, assistant camera 
man. and an extra when he had nothing 
else to. do. Many’s the time I've draped 
a piece of velvet over a kitchen chair to 


make it look like it belonged in a drawing 
room. Then a little later we used to go 
out and scout around to get people to 
lend us their furniture. Many a friendly 
and curious soul was induced to lend a 
set of bedroom or living room furniture 
from his home for the privilege of play- 
ing extra in a picture and maybe $2 or 
$3 thrown in.” 

Nowadays, Chapman says, with thou- 
sands of dollars of props at your com- 
mand, the only fun left is in dressing a 
set like the Prentiss home. 

Warner Bros. employ five other set 
dressers who dress an average of two 
sets:a.day. Here is a typical list of sets 
to be arranged in the course of a day: 
Hospital room, mail car interior, lake- 
side villa bedroom, ballroom interior, in- 
terior of a bank vault, hotel lobby, in- 
terior of a fishing camp and ‘a room in 
the Kitan’s palace. 


U NITED ARTISTS 


is one of the few major studios that does 
not: have large stocks of props for set 
dressers to dseaw upon. Julia Herron, 
who heads the set dressing. department 
of that studio, is one of the few women 
set' dressers in the industry ang the only 
one who has charge of a department. 
She believes in renting props. | 

“I'd rather rent props,” Julia told me 
when I talked to her in her spic and 
spam white office, “because I feel I can 
get better effects that way. When you 
have a big prop department, you draw 
on the same stock over and over again. 
I go to the best antique shops when I 
want antiques or I rent or buy modern 
stuff. I save money that way because 
a big prop department involves a tre- 
mendous overhead,” 

Julia, a handsome woman with close- 
cropped iron gray hair, is very proud of 
the fact that she dressed the sets for 
“The Dark Angel,” the Sam Goldwyn 
production which won the Motion Pic- 
ture Academy award for art direction in 
1935. 


No DOUBT you'll 
remember the handsome interiors of the 
English home where Herbert Marshall 
and Fredric March lived. Julia said 
that the studio received letters from all 
over the world asking for pictures of the 
interiors of that house and also the cot- 
tage where Fredric March lived after 
he was blinded in the war. People liked 
the houses because they said they really 
looked like homes and not just motion 
picture sets. 

“When I'm dressing a set,” Julia con- 
tinued, “I try to see the house through 
the minds of the characters who are to 
live in it and try to figure out just what 
kind of furniture and accessories they 
would have. I like to put in all the in- 
timate touches that indicate a home. 

“For instance, in the cottage where 
March lived I had spills (twisted papers) 
in a bowl] above the mantel piece. These 
are used in England to light the fire 
instead of matches. I had a checkerboard 
on the table and a bowl in which Fred- 
ric put his pipe. 

“Then when we made ‘Clive of India, 
I could find very little authentic data on 
how homes looked in India. I fgured 
that men going from England to India 


= with their families would take their own 


furniture with them, so I used English 
furniture of that period in Ronald Col- 
man's Indian home and added pieces of 
brass such as you might pick up in 
India.”

Probably 
due to the fact that when he ceases to 
haunt any particular performer, the fu- 
ture is pretty ghastly. 

So, to make a short story longer, I 
repeat that I just happened to be in the 
vicinity when the boys got their checks. 
Being even better business men than 
comedians, they immediately borrowed 
subway fare from me and offered as se 
curity the pay checks they had just re- 
ceived which they very obligingly said 
they would hold onto, for safekeeping. 

Well, anyway, you figure it out. At the 
end of the evening I was minus two nice 
brand new nickels—now I know what 
they mean when they say it’s the woman 


who pays—those salary checks were each . 


resting in a Howard wallet, but I was 
plus this story. If you don’t think it is 
worth a dime I’m going to ask for my 
money back. 

“Seriously, though,” said Willie, which 
just goes to. show that even a profes- 


sionally funny man can be guilty of - 


solemn moments, “when the paymaster 
came in tonight, I couldn’t help thinking 
back to when Gene and I were kids® just 
starting out, and the way we were paid 
off then. Our: first appearance before a 
theater audiencé was on an amateur 
night in Harlem. No gongs in those days. 
No, sir! 

“Venerable fruit and vegetables hurled 
from the audience was the tried and true 
method of booing off a performer. Gosh, 
how théy had no respect for old age! 
The feeble tomatoes that were hurled 
across the footlights should have been 
retired on pensions.

Wet, tue First’ 
amateur night we went on, for some rea- 
son they let us finish. Our prize was a 
gold watch about the size of a cabbage, 
conservatively speaking. We went on 
three weeks in successian in that theater, 
each time winning a gold watch. Finally 
the house manager wanted to know if we 
were becoming professional amateurs 


and told us to scram. To emphasize his © 


order he gave each of us such a kick 
that he could only have achieved such 
perfect aim through long practice. 

“Well, we played the ‘amateur circuit’ 
of all the theaters in the city. One night, 
however, luck was against us. To em- 
phasize his disapproval, a tough mug in 
the balcony threw an empty bottle. It 
hit Gene with such force it knocked him 
out and to this day he still has the scar 
where the bottle cut him, 

“All this time we hadn't told the fam- 
ily what we were doing. They thought 
we were going to night school. But 
after this accident, when a cop escorted 
us home, with fear and trembling we 
told our folks about our careers. 

“My tather looked at us for a long 
minute and then he said: ‘How many 
watches did you win?’ 

“Fifteen,” I replied. 

“*Loafer, can’t you win cash instead 
of these pumpkins?’ 

“That should really end the story, but 
it doesn’t quite. We heard of a theater 
in Hoboken where they were actually 
giving out cash prizes to winners, so we 
went there to try our luck.

stage. Harry Von Tilzer heard Willie 
singing at an amateur show and im- 
mediately gave him a job singing pa- 
thetic ballads in a mysic hall, Willie 
was 14 years old at the time and the 
salary was $3 a week. 


Because he had such a fine boy soprano 
voice, music publishers began bidding for 
his services—each bid advancing by 25 
cents—until he found himself warbling 
under the Witmark banner for $5 a week, 
every week, and payable promptly at nooa 


on Saturday. It was the custom in those 


days for boy sopranos to sing the chorus 
of songs from a box near the stage. In 
theater parlance, such a performer was 
called a “plant.” Florenz Ziegfeld heard 
about him and he could not rest until 
Willie agreed to be the plant in the show, 
“The Little Duchess,” starring Anna 
Held. But, overnight, the boy’s voice 
changed to an octave lower and Zieg- 
feld fired him. 


Littte did the great 


glorifier know then that not so many 
years later his ex-boy soprano and his 
brother would be starred in several “Zieg- 
feld Follies.” 


Having outgrown the amateur ranks, 
Willie and Eugene got together an act 
with which they toured the country in 
vaudeville for several years. Since’ the 
time Willie’s voice changed, the team 
has used songs only incidentally in their 
work, relying almost entirely on comedy. 
They were the originators of the rapid 
cross-fire gag type of humor in which 
the questions by one and the answers by 
the other come so quickly that they 
sound almost vice-versa, They played in 
vaudeville with Cantor, Ed Wynn, Ben 
Bernie, Phil Baker and Jack Benny, 
comedians who rose to radio fame using 
the comic style the Howards first intro- 
duced. So on their own broadcasts they 
abandoned it. 


Harry Conn, reputedly the highest paid 
writer in radio, got his start turning out 
material for the brothers. They once 
played on a vaudeville bill with a gal 
who had such a strident voice she truly 
made the rafters ring. They advised her 
to do herself a favor and stop Singing 
but she refused. Today they admit they 
were wrong—and how! The gal is 
Sophie Tucker. 

The Shuberts were the first big-time 
producers to recognize the intrinsic 
worth of the tomfoolery of Willie and 
Eugene and put them into one of their 
revues, a yearly affair called the “Passing 
Show.” In the “Passing Show of 1915,” 
in which they starred, John Charles 
Thomas was an unknown chorus boy. 
They made a record run never before 
achieved by any performer, of appearing 
for seven consecutive years in a Shubert 
“Passing Show.” Then Ziegfeld took 
them for his “Follies.” 


In 1926 they reaped 


the reward of gratitude for an act of 


kindness they performed in their almost 
forgotten vaudeville days. Playing on a 
bill with them was a song, dance and 
comedy team billed as White and Keeler. 
These youngsters had an act that was 
terrific in the song and dance departments 
but terrible when it came to being funny. 
As a favor, Willie and Eugene wrote a 
new routine for them. White was so 
grateful he said he’d never forget, and he 
didn’t. When-he became a producer he 
starred his benefactors in several editions 
of his “Scandals.” His full name is 
George White. 

Willie and Eugene Howard were per- 
haps the last of the old guard perform- 
ers to succumb to the magic of the micro- 
phone on a regular program of their 
own. They had previously made a num- 
ber of guest appearances and they prob- 
ably hold the record for one-night stands 
on the air. Curiously, whenever new 
broadcasting stations have been opened 
in the past 10 years, the operators 
thought the inaugural ceremonies incom- 
plete uniess the boys were on hand to 
poke fun through the mike. On one such 
occasion they had to travel all the way 
from New York to Seattle.

Old-fashioned beading is used on the 
skirt between ruffles and is threaded with 
violet ash taffeta ribbon.

Adrian appeared on the set and we dis- 
cussed the return of petticoats to fashion 
favor. With the mass of information that 
costume designers seem to have at their 
fingertips, Adrian told us some of the 
interesting history of petticoats. 

They were first introduced in Egypt 
during the Twentieth Dynasty. The cos- 
tume for both men and women at that 
time ‘ncluded a transparent overskirt 
which was worn over a short petticoat 
of heavier fabric in white, red or some 
other gay color. This is history’s first 
mention of the garment which in later 
years fell into the category of unmention- 
ables. 

The actual word, “petticoat,” so Adrian 
said, came into use in the Fifteenth Cen- 
tury and means, literally, petty-coat or 
small coat, which was an undergarment 
worn on the upper part of the body by 
men and women. Women wore under- 
skirts, as they called them then. 


lt was during the 


reign of Queen Elizabeth that the word 
petticoat was first applied to the under- 
skirt. In France, at the close ot the cen- 
tury, women wore three petticoats of dif- 
ferent colors and in walking contrived to 
show all three. These petticoats were 
also utilitarian in that they absorbed 
some of the weight of the heavy fabrics 
used for dresses 

In America, the Sixties and Seventies 
were distinguished by short flannel petti- 
coats, ut it was not until 1880 that the 
silk petticoat, as it is known today, came 
into being. In the Nineties the petticoat 
really came into its own. They were 
flounced and gay as to color and were 
worn with all kinds of clothes. 

lhen when women began to ride bi- 
cycles, there came the divided skirt, and 
that caused the momentary downfall of 
the petticoat. Bloomers came into being 
and petticoats were relegated to the back- 
ground. 

In the early 1900s, the petticoat en- 
joyed a revival, only to be obliterated by 
post-war fashions. Now again in 1936 
the petticoat comes flouncing its saucy 
way back into fashion history.

The most interesting thing about tran- 
scriptions is their unusual mechanical 
features. For one thing, the entire fifteen- 
minute program Rubinoff plays for the 
MBS stations is on one record. So is the 
entire fifteen-minute Dick Tracy pro- 
gram. 


The secret is this: The records on the 
turntable on your home phonograph 
whirl around at the rate of 72 revolu- 
tions cach minute. Those on transcrip- 
tions do it only 32 times a minute. That 
means much more can be put on a tran- 
scription,

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Fan Mail Facts: 
Why Mr. MacHugh 
Lost His Vacation 


You were probably a little surprised 
when you turned on your NBC station 
on Monday and heard Edward Mac- 
Hugh still singing his hymns, MacHugh 
had been scheduled to return to his na- 


tive Dundee, in Scotland, a couple of 
weeks ago for a vacation—but, just as 
he was about to sail, a sponsor decided 
the Gospel Singer was just what he’d 
been needing all along. So MacHugh 
doesn’t get his vacation, after all. 


The fact that he now has a commer- 
cial, instead of a sustaining program, 
doesn’t surprise anyone particularly. 
Since the day, a little more than a year 
ago, when his program was first broad- 
cast over the NBC network, MacHugh 
has consistently broken fan mail records. 


While we're talking about a fan mail 
record breaker, we might as well talk 
about fan mail for a minute. And NBC’s 
method of handling it. 

The mail is a pretty important division 
of the business. NBC can get a fair pic- 
ture from it of the way in which its pro- 
grams are blanketing the nation, and 
sometimes a really constructive criticism 
will come through. In that case, the let- 
ter is shot directly to the official for 
whom it will do the most good. 


Fan mail should be radio’s box office 
chart, so at Radio City they send it to 
everybody but a handwriting expert to 
make it so. 


When the mail comes in, as it does in 
carload lots, it is separated into two 
divisions: One for the stars, the other 
for NBC and its affiliated stations. Then 
it is counted by a machine that also 
stamps a code and a bunch of little 
squares on the face of the envelope. 


The mail for the artists gets two en- 
tries im these little squares. One repre- 
sents the post office from which it--was 
mailed, the other represents the star. It 
is not opened, but goes directly to the 
artist. 


The mail for NBC gets plenty of en- 
tries im the squares. First, one of the 
twenty-odd girlf who do that sort of 
thing put down the number indicating 
the state and county from which the let- 
ter came; then it is opened and read. 


In the squares reserved for that pur- 
pose afe put codes telling: (1) the sex 
of the writer, (2) the program upon 
which the writer comments, (3) whether 
comment, if any, is favorable or unfavor- 
able on (a) the announcer (b) the adver- 
tising (c) the artist (d) type of enter- 
tainment (e) time and (tf) reception. 
There are also codes for letters that ask 
for information, tickets and contribu- 
tions; and codes for responses to offers 
of membership, pictures and prizes. 


After these have been noted, the_let- 
ters go to girls who work on a dingus 
they call a key punch machine. Every 
letter is given a card, and every card is 
punched full of holes that miraculously 
tell all about the Ietter. 


The letters are then answered — re- 
quests granted, information § given, 
prizes awarded, votes counted—and de- 
stroyed. 


But not the cards. They go to another 
machine which sorts them, according to 
the information they bear, at the rate of 
four hundred a minute. That machine ex- 
presses perfectly the desire of radio to 
interpret its audience mail. It can run 
through the cards representing an entire 
year of mail and pick out the reaction to 
any type of program. 

And that machine has made a lot of 
people rich, too. There are many enter- 
tainers who might still be on sustaining 
programs had it not pointed out to pros- 
pective sponsors how well the public 
liked them. MacHugh, for one.

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HAT WAS JUSTICE IN THIS CASE? 


Meluch, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stephen Meluch, of Lorain, Ohio, 
was solemnized at the Evangelical 
church at 8 oclock of Monday eve- 
ning, July 1. 

The bride wore a gown of pale 
pink Organza made over a Satin of 
a deeper shade of pink, and a silk 
picture hat to match. Her bouquet 
was of deep pink roses.... 


The newlyweds took furnished 
rooms in Dearborn, which is a su- 
burb of Detroit. She told her peo- 
ple that she had met Joe while on 
a visit to State College, Pa., during 
the spring. He told his family that 
he met Dorothy while doing secret 
service work in Buffalo in 1933. 

Meluch apparently had some dif- 
ficulty living up to the adventurous 
role he had built for himself in his 
letters. Perhaps this is the explana- 
tion for the following incident: 

On the tenth night of the mar- 
riage he failed to come home. The 
frantic bride waited up all night. 


He did not appear the next morning. 
But during the day there was a 
telephone call for Mrs. Meluch. She 
heard a muffled voice growl: 


“We've got your husband. We 
won't. hurt him if he tells us what 
we want to know.”

Dorothy endured agony for sev- 
eral days as her husband remained 
missing.

He was trussed and gagged. Ques- 
tioned at length, he finally broke 
down and confessed it was all a 
hoax, that he himself had made the 
phone call and written the note. 
His motive, he said, was to get pub- 


licity, but we can believe that he 
wished to impress his bride. 

Upon his release by the police, 
Meluch met his bride on the street 
in Dearborn. Just what they said 
to each other we do not know, but 
he told her he must go home to 
Lorain, and would send for her later, 
It is possible that he parted from 
her in anger. 

In her next letter she pleaded 
with him to let her join him in 
Lorain as her heart was breaking. 
Her final plea was, “Please forgive 
me for ever doubting you.” His re- 
ply dated July 24, was a mixtwre of 
defiance to those who thought him 


.guilty of a hoax, and pleas for her 


forgiveness. He asked her to re- 
main in Dearborn for a while until 
he got something lined up, as he was 
broke. (We see now that Reality 
had begun to stare him in the face, 
that he had gotten himself into a 
most embarrassing spot.)

Robert Young, a friend of his 
tells me, worries about Hollywood's 
seven-day wonders.

In “The Bride Walks Out,” Young 
repeats the smooth and pleasing 
performance with which he took the 
curse off MacMurray’s mugging in 
“The Bride Comes Home.”

Sunday. He replied that he would 
be counting the hours. He assured 
her that it was okay with his pa- 
rents. He'd meet the bus. ... 


So they were reunited. and Doro 
thy went to live in the home of 
Steve Meluch, a tired. careworn cob 
bler who mended shoes to support 
his invalid wife and eight children. 
Ten days passed, and then, late the 
afternoon of August 14, Chief of 
Police Theodore Walker, of Lorain, 
learned that a murder had been 
committed in the Meluch home on 
West Thirty-second street. 


The victim was Dorothy Flowers 
Meluch. 


She lay face down in a pool of 
blood on the bedroom floor. A pair 
of men's trousers wrapped around 
the head did not entirely conceal 
the marks of a strangler on the 
white throat. The skull had been 
crushed. She had been dead since 
about 3 or 4 p. m. 

Joe had been home, but had left 
about 3. His sister, Margaret, 22. 
said she was ironing in the kitchen 
when he came down and asked for 
a clean shirt. He put it on, went 
back upstairs, but soon descended 
again and went out. He had told his 
sister that Dorothy was asleep. 


The body had been discovered by 
Paul Meluch, 15. 


Joe Meluch surrendered in St. 
Louis, Mo. He said that Dorothy 
had been jealous of him, had never 
wanted him to go anywhere alone, 
had accused him of improper rela- 
tions with other women. and finally 
had threatened him with a gun

Joe Meluch was indicted for sec 
ond degree murder, and went on 
trial October 8 before Judge D. A. 
Cook at Elvria. His attorneys, 
Charles and Lon Adams, failed io 
have his confession excluded, and 
the defendant sat pale and shaken 
as it was read to the jury by Pros 
ecutor Howard R. Butler. 


The defense was that he killed 
Dorothy in self defense during a sort 
of emotional! brainstorm. His broth 
er, Robert. 12, gave helpful testi 
mony, for he declared he had seen 
Dorothy with the gun a short while 
before the tragedy, and she had 
told him she intended to shoot Joe. 
A little later he had seen Joe on 
the floor, having been pushed there 
by his bride. 

It was brought out that young 
Robert had never told his story to 
the police. 

The jury deliberated 12 hours on 
October 11, and returned a verdict 
of manslaughter. A few days later 
Joe Meiluch started serving a term 
of from 1 to 20 years, taking along 
all Dorothy's letters and six pic 
tures 

Among the letters there may. or 
may not be, one she never finished. 
It was found in the bedroom after 
the tragedy. It read 

“Dearest Sister —Everything is ail 
right now and I can't tel) you how 
happy lam...”
